REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Devices for supporting lumbar and/or sacrospinal areas of a user's back are 
known. However, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary 
skill in the art a device for supporting lumbar vertebras and/or sacrospinal muscles 
comprising "two lateral parts, each lateral part being provided with a front free end, a 
free back end, closing means and complementary closing means at their respective 
front free ends, and with complementary adjustable fixing means connected to the free 
back ends of each lateral parts, an outside face of a posterior part comprising fixing 
means capable of cooperating with the complementary adjustable fixing means 
connected to the free back ends of the lateral parts in such a way that the free back 
ends of the lateral parts are capable of closing the belt without being overlapped on the 
abdominal region of the patient" in combination with the other recited claim element.
